Tennessee Decided It 
Refusal of Tennessee Democrats to send 
8 3-year-old Kenneth D. McKellar to the U.S. 
Senate for the seventh term was a rebuke to 
his ag e. 
As President Truman has pointed out, the 
Democratic party has created a problem of 
Seniority and senility by automatically re-elect­ 
ing too many wheelhorses to Cong ress. Famed 
Rep. Robert L. (Muley) Doug hton of North 
Carolina will be 8 9 this year; 8 6-year-old Rep. 
Adolph J. Sabath of Chicag o won his first elec­ 
tion soon after the turn of the century and never 
has lost one since. 
McKellar first came to 
Cong ress in 1911. 
Voters owe respect to experience and are 
willing to pay it. But there comes a time when 
men of experience who have g rown old while 
g aining it owe respect to voters. 
Specifically, 
they owe to voters the courtesy of bowing 
out g racefully before they must be thrown out 
awkwardly. 
McKellar had to be thrown out Mr. Tru­ 
man, on the other hand, bowed out—a decision 
whose wisdom and timing are destined to be­ 
come more admirable as it becomes more evi­ 
dent what would have happened if Mr. Truman 
had ig nored his own birthdays as blandly as 
Vice President Alben Barkley had been ig nor­ 
ing his birthdays before Chicag o.

Even so, during wars it has been customary to 
use athletes for exhibitions, to boost military 
morale. 
Baseball tours to build g oodwill for 
America have been standard practice. 
It has been said that the Harlem Globe­ 
trotters probably have made as many friends 
for the United States as ECA. Under the cur­ 
ious rules of amateurism, some U.S. athletes 
not only do not work like other people but are 
not expected to work at all; they are subsidized. 
And Charles Sawyer, secretary of commerce, 
has proposed to the White House that an iron- 
curtain distance runner and his javelin-throwing 
wife, both Olympic yinners, should be invited 
to visit this country to g et better acquainted 
because they are eminently nice people. 
There are times when the g reat American 
custom of heckling Russians g oes so far they 
g et heckled for being like Americans. 


Why Won't You Vote? 
From now until election day next Nov. 4, 
everything possible will be done to make Amer- 
eans vote. 
Most of this will be done on a non-partisan 
basis. There is nothing partisan about the fear 
‘that Americans who fail to vote may fail to 
believe in representative democracy. 
Nothing is less worthy of Americanism than 
to accure one party or the other of hoping 
for a lig ht vote; neither has anything to g ain 
from neg lect of the ballot. 
But to g et down to cases on the vote puzzle, 
there is only one way to solve it. More needs 
to be known about the reasons why so many 
Americans do not vote. Until that information 
is at hand, all ideas about stimulating potential 
voters are g uesswork. 
The ideas are no g ood, unless they g et to 
the real trouble, which is something in voters

Political Candidates Talk of Cuts 


WASHINGTON 
It’s strang e what a chang e just 
a few weeks make—even in a presi­ 
dential campaig n. Here is some in­ 
teresting chronolog y; 
June 11—News dispatches report­ 
ed General Eisenhower as fa>iH« g 
the New York deleg ation to the 
Republican 
hational 
convention 
that federal policies 
should be 
pointed toward a tax reduction 
based on a cut in tile budg et 
o f 
$40,000,000.000 in the next two 7 or 
three years and that this could 
be achieved if the 
communist 
threat to the peace of the world 
were dispelled, a t he believed it 
can be. 
July 30—Governor Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee, is described 
in news dispatches from Spring ­ 
field, HI., as answering General 
Eisenhower by saying that he felt 
“very strong ly’* that “foolish and 
irresponsible’’ promises of tax re­ 
duction were very “ misleading ." 
He said he hoped that neither party 
would offer forlorn hopes of larg e 
tax reductions while at the same 
time demanding a defense estab­ 
lishment adequate to security re­ 
quirements. 
Aug . 8 —Dispatches from Spring ­ 
field, attributed to an “authorita­ 
tive source," reveal that Governor 
Stevenson feels that within two 
years there can be a * substantial 
cut in defense spending and some 
start made toward lowering taxes 
and the national debt. He envisions 
a cut in military spending in the 
budg et to be submitted to Con­ 
g ress for the fiscal year 1955, which 
beg ins July 1, 1954, and he em­ 
phasizes that his plan depends en­ 
tirely on the condition that the 
world situation will g et no worse 
in the meantime. 


SO NOW the Democratic nomi­ 
nee doesn’t feel it is “foolish and 
irresponsible" to say in the mid­ 
dle of Aug ust what the Republican 
nominee said in the middle 
of 
June. 
But the truly sig nificant develop­ 
ment is that somehow or other— 
by preception duly sharpened by 
contemporaneous 
happening s 
in 
the field of politics, or otherwise 
—the leaders have discovered that 
the American people* have a real 
tax burden on their backs. 


What, after all, interests 55,0 0 0 ,. 
0 90 voters—if that be the number 
whieh the experts 
say will v o te 
this autumn? What 
else to uches 
the individual citizen 
so acutely 
as taxes? Yet, up to no w, the Dem­ 
ocratic administration 
has insist­ 
ed that taxes aren’t hig h pnmig h 
and President Truman 
has asked 
each year fo r hig her tax es than 
Cong ress has been willing to v o te 
Only the political 
ex pendiency o f 
an election year prevented 
an in­ 
sistence by the Truman a d mud s 
tration during the recent 
sessio n o f 
Cong ress on another 
tax bill, send­ 
ing tax ^ates still hig her. 
The arg ument usually made at 
the White House is that the weal­ 
thier classes aren’t taxed 
eno ug h 
and that corporations 
can stand 
even hig her taxes. This so rt of 
demag og uery is echoed by Ukur- 
union leaders, who have been in­ 
sisting rig ht along that tax rates 
could be increased. 
Will Governor Stevenson follow 
the usual Democratic p a rty fine 
and recommend tax increases? His 
latest statement indicates that he 
would like to be recorded on the 
side of tax reduction now, but he 
hedg es it, as do all the others, 
with the comment that everything 
is dependent on world conditions 


THE PRESENT administration 
has not shown the slig htest inter­ 
est in making drastic reductions in 
those parts of the national budg et 
which are not directly related to 
defense preparations. In fact, the 
administration has repeatedly ar­ 
g ued for more non-defense spend­ 
ing on the theory that social pro­ 
g ress demanded i t Does General 
Eisenhower have in mind cuts in 
the budg et all along the line? 
If the recent comments from 
both the Democratic and Republi­ 
can nominees indicate an aware­ 
ness of the tax problem and of the 
dang ers that lie ahead when in­ 
centives are 
impaired—as 
they 
certainly will be if taxes are not 
reduced—then the debate in the 
newspaper dispatches will prove 
salutary, and it will not matter 
who urg es tax reduction so long 
as there is some tang ible basis for 
believing it will materialize in the 
not-too-far-distant future.

An Approach To Election

At a convention, it is all hoop-la 
and excitement. On the morning 
after the nig ht before, the man­ 
ag ers of election campaig ns must 
plot a plan of action based upon 
factors that are 
complex. 
So far as popu­ 
larity is concern­ 
ed, 
the 
candi­ 
dates are almost 
reduced to movie 
stars making per­ 
sonal appearan­ 
ces. Instead of 
delivering a few 
veil-written, care­ 
fully 
considered 
speeches, dealing 
with 
g reat 
do- 
and international issues, 
they have to chase about the coun­ 
try on whistle 
stops, exhibiting 
themselves, shaking hands, kissing 
babies and producing their wives 
to prove something or other. 
It 
may be amusing to the people to 
g et up at dawn to see a candidate 
in his bath-robe, bleary-eyed, tell­ 
ing them how much he loves Mud- 
ville Center—but it is not the ser­ 
ious business of a public debate. 
The cold statistical calculation 
of the manag ers of the candidates 
has to do with the possibilities of 
elections. 
Presidents, be it re­ 
membered, are not directly elect­ 
ed by the people. Nor do the peo­ 
ple have much choice. They are 
usually handed two names; some­ 
times a third. The choice is rarely 
as to who, out of the total popula­ 
tion, would make the best Presi­ 
dent of the United States. It is 
rather, which of the two candidates 
would be least unsatisfactory- That 
is why practical politicians say 
that the people vote ag ainst, 
not 
for a candidate. 


THE PRESIDENT is elected not 
on a national level, but by states. 
Each state has the rig ht to a spec­ 
ific number of votes in the elect­ 
oral colleg e based on ijp member­ 
ship in Cong ress. 
Were a candidate to g o only to 
the doubtful states, he mig ht offend 
the people in the states where he 
is sure. He mig ht even force such 
states from the sure to the doubt-

ful column. Also, in many states, 
factors arise which have nothing 
to do with the popularity or un­ 
popularity of a presidential nomin­ 
ee. A candidate for g overnor of 
the state or for United States 
Senator may influence the vote for 
President in a particular state. 
So, the manag ers o f a candidate 
plot their lines to see where they 
are likely to come out. The Demo­ 
crats always counted on the 12 
states of the solid South (including 
Oklahoma) to g ive them a found­ 
ation number of electors, 
136. 
Having these much in hand, they 
turned to the big city vote com­ 
posed of a larg e number of lab­ 
orers and 
"minorities." 
Roose­ 
velt invented the "minorities” by 
catering to their 
special 
inter­ 
ests and stimulating their special 
fears. Harry Truman specialized 
in labor g roups to whom he made 
unusual concessions with outstand­ 
ing success. 


IN THE PAST, the Republican 
party calculated that they could 
use as their foundation the ag ricul­ 
tural areas, particularly the mid­ 
dle West. When a state like New 
York was principally ag ricultural, 
it was g enerally carried by the Re­ 
publicans. From the Civil 
War 
until 1936, the Republicans could 
always count on a solid neg ro vote 
in the North, but Roosevelt chan­ 
g ed that. 
The Republicans lost in 1932 
because of the depression of 1929 
and prohibition. They lost in 1936 


because the country was willing 
to g ive Roosevelt a second term, 
They should have won in 1940, 
but Wendell Willkie failed to make 
a vital issue, excep. the third term; 
org anization Republicans, in that 
campaig n, in many states, sat on 
their hands. 
In 1944 and 1948 . the war years, 
the only possible issue was the 
conduct of the war. The Republican 
party was split between national­ 
ists and internationalists. Many of 
the young er able men in the Rep­ 
ublican party had g one to work 
for the administration in Washing ­ 
ton, liked it, stayed there, and 
became part of the New Deal. 
The federal payroll had increased 
and the payroll vote, as well as 
subsidies to farmers and pensions 
for the ag ed, were reflected in the 
votes in every state. 
BESIDES a twofold shift had tak­ 
en place in the American population 
First, instead of a predominantly 
rural people, we had chang ed over 
to an ever-increasing city popul­ 
ation. In the cities, the process of 
frag mentation of our people into 
"minorities,“ into local g roups of 
self interests ami local concern, 
was g iven an importance not before 
known in American life. 
The Republicans fig ure that they 
now have 25 g overnors. If they 
can hold those states, Eisenhower 
can be elected. Yet, one of those 
states is New York, which must 
stand as doubtful in the columns 
of both parties. There the so-called 
minorities hold the balance of 
power. 


Atomic Progress 


WASHINGTON IB -H ere is the 
time table by which the g overn­ 
m ent has poured more than six 
billion dollars 
into construction 
costs alone for its five major atom­ 
ic energ y plants: 
1943—The secret wartime Man­ 
hattan project started construction 
of a plant at Oak Ridg e, Tenn., 
at a costly g overnment-built city, 
to make Uranium 235 from the 
mineral in its raw form. Uranium 
235 is the basic substance for atom­ 
ic bombs and other atomic pur­ 
poses. 
The orig inal Oak Ridg e cost was 
fig ured at 915 million dollars but 
this has been expanded recently 
by 464 million in new construction 
for a total of $1,379.000,000. 
1943 — The Manhattan project 
started another secret plant at 
Hanford, Wash., to manufacture 
plutonium, a substance made from 
natural uranium which, like Ura­ 


nium 235, can be used in bombs 
and other purposes. 
November 1950 — The commis­ 
sion announced a vast new 1V4 
billion dollar project on the Geor­ 
g ia - South Carolina border. This 
plant has been called an H-bomb 
plant althoug h the commission has 
said only that it will produce a 
variety of atomic materials which 
could be used if an H-bomb is 
developed or can be used for other 
atomic weapons and civilian needs. 
A recent expansion boosted con­ 
struction costs to $1.421,000 000. 
December 1950— The commission 
announced a 
472 
million dollar 
plant at Paducah, Ky., to produce 
Uranium 235 by g aseous diffusion, 
similar to the Oak Ridg e plant. A 
recent 
supplement 
boosted 
the 
Paducah plant to a total cost of 
950 million dollars. 
Then came today’s announce­ 
ment of a $1,200,000,000 Uranium 
235 plant in Pike County, O.
